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Preface 


A  classified  comparative  summary  of  legislation  with  a  subject  index 
is  made  on  cards  by  the  legislative  sub-librarian,  Mr  W.  B.  Shaw,  as  fast 
as  the  session  laws  come  into  the  state  library.  This  is  necessary  to 
enable  him  to  answer  promptly  frequent  inquiries  as  to  legislation  in 
other  states. 

The  library  has  been  urged  to  print  this  index  at  the  beginning  of  each 
year  in  order  that  legislators  and  other  state  officers  may  know  at  a 
glance  what  of  special  value  in  the  subject  under  consideration  is  avail- 
able in  the  publications  of  other  states  in  our  state  library  without  the 
labor  of  going  there  to  consult  the  ms.  index.  It  is  believed  that  this 
will  not  only  save  much  time  but  will  contribute  materially  to  the 
advancement  of  the  standards  of  legislation,  if  the  promoters  and 
opponents  of  each  measure  are  able  with  a  minimum  of  labor  to  utilize 
the  experience  of  other  states  which  have  been  recently  working  over 
the  same  or  similar  problems. 

The  references  cover  the  laws  enacted  during  1890  by  16  states  and 
one  territory.  In  most  cases  the  laws  are  briefly  summarized  as  well 
as  cited,  the  aim  being  to  present  clearly  and  concisely  material  for 
comparative  study  of  the  most  recent  phases  of  state  legislation  on  all 
subjects  of  general  interest.  Such  a  summary  was  impracticable  in  the 
few  cases  where  the  laws  embraced  a  great  number  of  minor  regulations* 
Citations,  as  a  rule,  are  made  by  state,  number  of  chapter  (in  laws  of 
1890),  and  date  of  approval.  Thus  the  Sax  ton  ballot  law  in  New  York  is 
cited  as  N.  Y.  262,  2  My.  In  Rhode  Island,  date  of  passage  by  the  leg- 
islature is  given.  In  the  laws  of  Washington,  no  chapter  numbers  are 
used,  but  citations  are  made  by  date  of  approval,  with  references  to 
page.  No  date  could  be  assigned  for  bills  which  became  laws  without 
the  governor's  approval. 

This  compilation  is  based  on  the  collection  of  state  laws  in  the  New 
York  State  Library.  The  session  laws  of  South  Carolina,  South  Dakota, 
and  Oklahoma  Territory,  were  not  printed  in  time  to  be  included.  Special 
legislative  sessions  held  diiring  the  year  are  disregarded,  except  when 
laws  of  general  interest  were  enacted,  as  in  Tennessee  and  West 
Virginia.  A^ew  legislation  only  is  included;  and  when  this  is  in  the  form 
of  amendments,  only  those  clauses  which  add  to,  or  materially  change 
old  enactments,  are  cited.  Private  or  local  acts  of  any  state,  or  those 
adapted  only  to  peculiar  state  institutions  or  conditions  are  omitted. 

The  Bulletin  consists  of  two  parts:  summary  and  index. 

The  summary  is  classified  under  the  general  heads  shown  in  the  table 
of  contents  on  the  cover. 

The  index  is  an  alphabetic  list  of  all  the  specific  topics  contained 
in  the  summary,  and  refers  to  each  entry  by  its  marginal  number.

STATE   LIBRARY    HULLETIN   OF   COMPARATIVE:    LEGISLATION,    NO.    2 

The  accompanying  comparative  summary  and  index  of  state  legis- 
lation is  the  second  of  an  annual  series  and  is  part  of  a  systematic 
plan  to  make  our  state  library  more  practically  useful  to  our  legis- 
lature and  state  officers,  and  to  those  studying  any  of  the  problems 
specially  connected  with  the  welfare  of  this  state.  In  the  state 
library  we  have  recently  collected  for  immediate  reference  not  only 
every  book  cited  in  this  index,  but  several  thousand  volumes  and 
pamphlets  carefully  selected  as  of  most  practical  value  to  the  legis- 
lature and  state  officers.  We  have  added  to  the  staft*  of  librarians 
Mr  W.  B.  Shaw',  who  in  his  university  course  specialized  political 
science,  economics  and  history  in  preparation  for  this  work.  The 
legislative  librarian's  desk  is  in  the  north  end  of  the  central  reading 
room  and  his  whole  duty  is  to  give  expert  assistance  to  any  state 
officer,  committee  or  member  of  the  legislature  who  in  the  discharge 
of  his  official  duties  may  need  anything  from  the  state  library. 

If  members  interested  in  a  special  topic  of  legislation  will  report 
the  subject  to  the  library,  books,  pamphlets,  and  articles  in  period- 
icals or  in  transactions  of  societies  will  be  collected  promptly  and 
made  available  to  them  with  the  least  expenditure  of  their  time. 

Advance  copies  or  printed  slips  of  the  laws  of  other  states  are 
secured  at  the  earliest  day  and  added  to  the  manuscript  card  cata- 
logue from  which  this  summary  is  printed  at  the  opening  of  each  leg- 
islative session,  thus  making  available  in  the  library  an  index  con- 
stantly up  to  date  of  the  legislative  action  of  other  states. 

While  the  plan  of  the  summary  and  index  with  its  supplementary 
financial  charts  is  my  own,  all  credit  for  prompt  and  careful  execu- 
tion belongs  to  our  able  and  painstaking  legislative  librarian,  Mr 
Shaw. 

We  should  be  glad  to  receive  any  suggestions  for  making  this 
annual  bulletin  more  useful,  and  specially  wish  the  opinion  of  those 
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consulting  it  most  whether  we  could  materially  increase  its  v&Iue  by 
using  perhaps  double  the  space  and  giving  a  fuller  abstract  of  the 
provisions  of  each  law.

PREFACE 

A  classified  comparative  summary  of  legislation  with  a  subject  index 
Is  made  on  cards  by  the  legislative  sub-librarian,  Mr  W.  B.  Bhaw,  as  fast 
as  the  session  laws  come  into  the  state  library.  This  is  necessary  to 
enable  him  to  answer  promptly  frequent  inquiries  as  to  legislation  in 
other  states. 

The  library  prints  this  index  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  in  order  that 
legislators  and  other  state  officers  may  know  at  a  glance  what  of  special 
value  in  the  subject  under  'consideration  is  available  in  the  publications 
of  other  states  in  our  state,  library  without  the  labor  of  going  there  to  con- 
sult the  ms.  index.  It  is  believed  that  this  will  not  only  save  much  time 
but  will  contribute  materially  to  the  advancement  of  the  standards  of 
legislation,  if  the  promoters  and  opponents  of  each  measure  are  able  with 
a  minimum  of  labor  to  utilize  the  experience  of  other  states  which  have 
been  recently  working  over  the  same  or  similar  problems. 

The  references  cover  the  laws  enacted  during  1891  by  35  states  and  two 
territories.  In  most  cases  the  laws  are  briefly  summarized  as  well  as 
<!ited,  the  aim  being  to  present  clearly  and  concisely  material  for  com- 
parative study  of  the  most  recent  phases  of  state  legislation  on  all  sub- 
jects of  general  interest.  Such  a  summary  was  impracticable  in  cases 
where  a  general  law  embraced  a  great  number  of  minor  regulations. 
Citations,  as  a  rule,  are  made  by  state,  number  of  chapter,  and  date  of 
approval,  but  in  Delaware,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  and  Rhode  Island,  where 
the  governor's  approval  is  not  necessary,  only  date  of  final  passage  by  the 
legislature  can  be  given.  This  date  is  also  given  in  other  states,  in  the 
ease  of  bills  which  are  passed  over  the  governor's  veto,  and  when  they 
become  laws  without  bis  signature  on  the  expiration  of  a  certain  period 
of  time,  the  date  of  such  expiration  is  the  one  given.  (In  the  laws  of 
Texas  this  date  is  omitted.)  The  session  laws  of  Colorado,  Idaho,  Illinois, 
Missouri,  Montana,  and  Oregon  are  without  chapter  numbers,  and 
references  to  them  are  made  by  page  numbers  inclosed  in  brackets. 
References  are  given  to  laws  passed  during  the  closing  weeks  of  1890  in 
Alabama,  Idaho,  South  Carolina  and  .Wyoming,  and  printed  too  late  to  be 
included  in  the  summary  for  last  year.  Legislation  of  December  1891  will 
appear  in  the  summary  for  1892.  The  Georgia  laws  of  1891  are  not  yet 
printed,  and  could  not  be  included  in  this  Bulletin. 

New  legislation  only  is  included;  and  when  this  is  in  the  form  of 
amendments,  only  those  clauses  which  add  to.  or  materially  change  old 
enactments,  are  cited.  Private  or  local  acts  and  those  adapted  only  to 
peculiar  state  institutions  or  conditions  are  omitted. 

The  Bulletin  consists  of  two  parts :  summary  and  index. 

The  summary  is  classified  under  the  general  heads  shown  in  the  table 
of  contents  on  the  cover. 

The  index  is  an  alphabetic  list  of  all  the  specific  topics  contained  in  the 
summary,  and  refers  to  each  entry  by  its  marginal  number. 

The  whole  is  followed  by  an  appendix  containing  the  latest  obtainable 
statistics  of  state  finances.

Tlie  University  consists  of  all  incorporated  institutions  of  acad- 
emic and  higher  education,  with  the  State  Library,  State  Museum, 
and  such  other  libraries,  museums  or  other  institutions  for  higher 
education  in  this  state  as  may  be  admitted  by  the  regents  to  the 
University. 

Its  object  is,  in  all  proper  ways,  to  encourage  and  ]iromote 
academic  and  higher  education. 

Beside  the  State  Library  and  State  Museum,  there  arc  in  the 
University  440  institutions  —  103  academies,  252  high  Hchools,  and 
84  degree-conferring  and  professional  institutions,  viz. :  18  collogds 
of  arts  and  science  for  men,  nine  for  women,  and  four  f(u*  men  and 
women,  seven  law  schools,  16  medical  schools,  four  schools  of  phar- 
macy, 12  theological  schools,  three  polytechnic,  11  special  institutions 
and  one  hbniry.  Of  these,  one  medical  college,  six  theological 
schools,  two  law  schools,  and  one  special  school  confer  no  dt^groes. 

The  16  medical  schools  include  one  homeoi>athic,  one  eclectic, 
two  for  women,  one  of  dentistry,  two  veterinary,  and  one  ]>ost- 
graduate  college.  Of  the  12  schools  of  theology,  three  are  baptist, 
two  presbyterian,  one  each  Lutheran,  episcoi)al,  universal  ist, 
Christian,  catholic,  Grerman  Lutheran,  anil  reformed.  Tin-  11 
special  schools  (except  the  Dudley  Obsni-vatory,  which  is  part  (>l' 
Union  University),  include  only  institutions  with  degree-conferring 
powers,  though  to  show  the  full  facilities  of  the  stat^,  many  institu- 
tions doing  similar  work  should  be  includotl  in  this  list.  The  law 
ranks  as  "colleges"  only  those  with  degree-con ferriug  powera. 
These  include  three  popular  institutions  (Cooper  Union,  Chautauqua, 
and  Pratt  Institute),  three  pedagogical  colleges,  one  each  of  politi- 
cal science,  art,  music,  and  magnetics.  "While  there  are  74  insti- 
tutions in  which  degrees  may  be  earned,  tliere  aro  only  53 
degree-conferring  bodies  in  the  state,  as  in  a  university  or  a  college 
having  a  professionid  scho(^l  atttiched,  a  single  hoard  of  rmstees 
confers  all  degrees.  Columbia  thus  confei's  degrees  in  the  schools 
of  law,  medicine  and  political  science,  and  in  Barnard  College  for 
women.  Union  confers  degrees  in  law,  medicine  and  pharmacy: 
the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York  in  law,  modiciijc,  theology, 
and  peclagogy ;   St  Lawrence  and  Alfred  Universitif^s  in  tlu^ology  ; 


Conidl  ill  law,  phai'iiiwy,  and  engineoriuff ;  Syracuse  in  medicine^ 
and  art ;  Niagara  in  law,  medieiuo  and  theology. 

Tlio  powei-s  of  the  University  are  vested  in  23  re^ifents,  including: 
the  Go venun',  Lieuteuant-( governor,  Secretary  of  Stat<e,  and  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction,  vx  officio.  Eeg^entB  are  elected  in 
the  same  manner  as  sonatoi-s  of  the  United  States,  andseiTO  without 
salary. 

Tlie  rc»«:ents  liavt?  power  to  incorporate,  and  to  alter  or  repeal  the 
charters  of  coUojEfes,  nt^udeniies,  libraries,  museums,  or  other  educa- 
tional instituti<jns  bclon^in^  to  the  T^nivei'sity ;  to  distribute  to 
them  all  funds  ^rranted  by  the  state  for  their  use ;  to  inspect  their 
workin«^s  and  re«[iiire  annual  reports  imder  oath  of  their  presiding 
oflicors :  to  establish  examinations  as  to  attainments  in  learning,  and 
confer  on  successful  eandidjites  suitable  certificates,  diplomas  and 
decrees,  and  to  confer  hononuy  decrees. 

They  apportion  annually  an  academic  fimd  of  $106,000,  a  part 
for  buying::  books  and  apparatus  for  academies  and  hi^^h  schools 
raising'  an  equal  amount  for  the  same  purpose,  and  the  balance,  on 
the  basis  of  attendance  and  of  the  re^^ents'  examinations. 

The  ]ii«:ents  meet  regularly  on  the  second  Thursday  of  February, 
Thursday  of  Convocation  week  and  the  second  Wednesilay  in 
December.  Numerous  special  meetings  are  held  as  called  by  the 
Chancellor  or  on  recpiest  of  five  reofents. 

The  University  Convocation  of  the  re^rents  and  the  officers  of 
coUes'-es  and  academies  belon^np:  to  the  University,  for  considera- 
tion of  subjects  of  mutual  init.Test,  is  held  annually  at  the  capitol 
in  All)any  on  the  first  Wednesday,  Thureday  and  Fiiday  after 
July  4. 

The  work  of  the  University  is  divided  into  live  departments:

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PBEFACE 

A  classified  comparative  summary  of  legislation  with  a  subject  index  is 
made  on  cards  by  the  legislative  sub-librarian,  Mr  W.  B.  Shaw,  as  fast  as  the 
session  laws  come  into  the  state  library.  This  is  necessary  to  enable  him  to 
answer  promptly  frequent  inquiries  as  to  legislation  in  other  states. 

The  library  prints  this  index  at  tlie  beginning  of  each  year  in  order  that 
legislators  and  other  state  officers  may  know  at  a  glance  what  of  special  value 
in  the  subject  under  consideration  is  available  in  the  publications  of  other 
states  in  our  state  library  without  the  labor  of  going  there  to  consult  the  ms 
index.  It  is  believed  that  this  will  not  only  save  much  time  but  will  contribute 
materially  to  the  advancement  of  the  standards  of  legislation,  if  the  promoters 
and  opponents  of  each  measure  are  able  witli  a  minimum  of  labor  to  utilize  the 
experience  of  other  states  which  have  been  recently  working  over  the  same  or 
similar  problems. 

The  references  cover  the  laws  enacted  during  1892  by  18  states  and  one  terri- 
tory. In  most  crises  the  laws  are  briefly  summarized  as  well  as  cited,  the  aim 
being  to  present  clearly  and  concisely  material  for  comparative  study  of  the 
most  recent  phases  of  state  legislation  on  all  subjects  of  general  interest.  Such 
a  summary  was  impracticable  in  cases  where  a  general  law  embraced  a  great 
number  of  minor  regulations.  Citations,  as  a  rule,  are  made  by  state,  number 
of  chapter,  and  date  of  approval,  but  in  Ohio  and  Rhode  Island,  where  the 
governor's  approval  is  not  necessary,  only  date  of  final  passage  by  the  legisla- 
ture can  be  given.  This  date  is  also  given  in  other  states,  in  the  case  of  bills 
which  are  passed  over  the  governor's  veto,  and  when  they  become  laws  without 
his  signature  on  the  expiration  of  a  certain  period  of  time,  the  date  of  such 
expiration  is  the  one  given.  For  chapters  of  the  new  Mississippi  code,  however, 
no  date  is  given.  The  laws  of  Qeorgia  and  of  the  extra  session  in  North 
Dakota  are  without  chapter  numbers,  and  references  to  tliem  are  made  by  page 
numbers  inclosed  in  brackets.  References  are  given  to  laws  passed  during  the 
latter  part  of  1891  in  South  Carolina  and  Oeorgia,  and  printed  too  late  to  be 
included  in  the  summary  for  last  year.  Legislation  of  December  1892  will 
appear  in  the  summary  for  1893.  The  Kentucky  laws  of  1892  are  not  yet 
printed,  and  could  not  be  included  in  this  Bulletin. 

New  legislation  only  is  included  ;  and  when  this  is  in  the  form  of  amend- 
ments, only  those  clauses  which  add  to,  or  materially  change  old  enactments, 
are  cited.  Private  or  local  acts  and  those  adapted  only  to  peculiar  state  insti- 
tutions or  conditions  are  omitted. 

The  Bulletin  consists  of  two  parts  :  summary  and  index. 

The  summary  is  classified  under  the  general  lieads  shown  in  the  table  of  con- 
tents on  the  cover. 

The  index  is  an  alphabetic  list  of  all  s])e(*ific  t()pi(*«  contained  in  the  sum- 
mary, and  refers  to  each  entry  by  its  marginal  number.

As  in  many  states  financial  reports  are  available  only  once 
in  two  years  because  of  biennial  legislative  sessions,  the  sta- 
tistical charts  of  state  finances  as  printed  in  the  last  issue 
of  this  bulletin  can  be  given  only  in  alternate  years.  They 
will  appear  for  1893,  '95,  '97,  etc. 
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Incorporated  Maj  1, 1781;  reornranized  April  18, 17S7;  powers  enlarged  and  laws  revised  and 
oonaoUdated  June  IB,  1880,  and  April  S7, 18B8. 


The  University  consists  of  all  incorporated  institutions  of  aca- 
demic and  higher  education,  with  the  State  libmry,  State 
museum,  and  such  other  libraries,  museums  or  other  institutions 
for  higher  education  in  this  state  as  may  be  admitted  by  its 
regents. 

Its  object  is,  in  all  proper  ways,  to  encourage  and  promote 
academic  and  higher  education  throughout  the  state. 

Beside  the  State  library  and  State  musuem,  there  are  in  the 
University  476  institutions  —  390  academies  and  high  schools,  and 
86  degree-conferring  and  professional  institutions,  viz.:  21  col- 
leges of  arts  and  science  for  men,  eight  for  women,  and  five  for  men 
and  women,  seven  law  schools,  19  medical  schools,  three  schools 
of  pharmacy,  12  theological  schools,  one  polytechnic  and  10 
special  institutions.  Of  these,  two  colleges,  two  law,  three  medi- 
cal, four  theological,  and  two  special  schools  confer  no  degrees. 

The  19  medical  schools  include  one  homeopathic,  one  eclectic, 
two  for  women,  two  of  dentistry,  two  veterinary,  and  two  post 
graduate.  Of  the  twelve  schools  of  theology,  tliree  are  baptist, 
two  presbyteriaii,  one  each  Luthenm,  episcopal,  univei-salist, 
Christian,  catholic,  German  Luthemn,  and  roforined.  The  10 
special  schools  (except  Cooper  Union  and  tlie  I)udl(»v  (>l)servutorv, 
which  is  part  of  Union  univereity),  include  only  institutions  with 
degree-conferring  powers,  though  to  show  the  full  facilities  of 
the  state,  many  institutions  doing  similar  work  should  be  included 
in  this  list. 

The  powers  of  the  University  are  vested  in  2^^  regents,  includ- 
ing the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  secretary  of  state  and 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  ex  ojfficlo.  Regents  are 
elected  in  the  same  manner  as  senators  of  the  United  States,  and 
serve  without  salar}^ 

The  regents  have  power  to  incorporate,  and  to  alter  or  rei)eal 
the  charters  of  colleges,  academies,  libraries,  museums,  or  other 


educationsd  institutions  belonging  to  the  University ;  to  distribute 
funds  granted  by  the  state  for  their  use ;  to  inspect  their  work- 
ings and  ret^uire  annual  re})orts  under  oath  of  their  presiding 
officers ;  tu  estal)lish  examinations  as  to  attainments  in  learning, 
and  confer  on  successful  candidates  suitable  certiticates,  diplomas 
and  d(»grees,  and  to  confer  honorary  degrees. 

They  aj)portion  annuallv  an  academic  fund  of  8106,000,  a  part 
for  buying  books  and  apparatus  for  academies  and  high  schools 
raising  an  eijual  amount  for  the  same  purpose,  and  the  balance, 
on  the  basis  of  atten<lance  and  of  regents'  examinations. 

The  i*e<rents  meet  re»;:ularlv  on  the  second  Thursday  of  Feb- 
ruarv  and  the  second  Wednesday  in  December.  Numerous 
special  meetings  are  held  as  called  by  the  chancellor  or  on  the 
request  of  live  regents. 

The  University  (.\mvocation  of  the  re^cents  and  the  officers  of 
colleg<?s  and  acadoniios  belonging  to  the  University,  for  consid- 
eration of  subjects  of  mutual  interest,  is  held  annually  at  the  cap- 
itol  in  Albany  on  the  first  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday 
after  Julv  4. 

« 

The  work  of  the  University  is  divided  into  five  departments : 

1  Executive  —  including  incorporations,  supervision,  inspection, 
reports,  finances  and  all  other  Avork  not  assigned  to  another 
departjuent. 

2  Examinations  —  including  preliminary,  law  student,  medi- 
cal student,  academic,  higher,  law,  medical,  librarj-  and  any  other 
examinations  conducted  by  the  regents. 

3  Extension — including  the  work  of  promoting  and  extend- 
ing more  widely  opportunities  and  facilities  for  education. 

4  State  Library  —  including  public  libraries  and  duplicate 
department,  library  school  and  all  other  library  interests  intrusted 
to  the  regents. 

5  State  Museum  —  including  the  work  of  state  geologist, 
paleontologist,  botanist,  entomologist,  and  zoologist,  together 
with  any  other  scientific  interests  of  the  University.

PREFACE 

A  classified  coinpiirative  .summary  of  legislation  with  a  subjec't  index  is  made 
on  cards  by  the  legislative  ausisUiut,  Mr  J.  L.  Harrison",  as  fast  as  proofs 
or  advance  copies  of  the  session  laws  can  be  secured.  Tliis  is  necessary-  to  en- 
able the  state  library  to  answer  promptly  fre<]uent  inquiries  a.s  to  legislation  in 
other  states. 

The  library  prints  this  index  at  the  beginning  of  ea(^i  year  in  order  that  leg- 
islators and  otlier  state  otUcers  may  know  at  a  glance  what  of  special  value  in 
the  subject  under  consideration  in  tlie  publications  of  other  states  is  available 
in  our  state  li))rar>'  without  the  hi)>or  of  going  tiiere  to  consult  tlie  ms  index. 
This  not  only  saves  much  time  but  should  contribute*  materially  to  advanc- 
ing the  standards  of  legislation,  as  promoters  and  oppont^nts  of  each  measure 
can  with  a  minimum  of  lalior  utilize  the  experience  of  other  stiites  whicli  liave 
recently  been  working  over  i\u)  siime  or  similiar  problems. 

The  references  cover  the  laws  enacted  during  1><9H  by  39  states  and  «)n«»  tt»r- 
ritory.    In  most  cases  the  laws  an*  brietly  summarized  an  well  as  citi'd,  the  aim 
being  to  present  clearly  and  concisely  material  for  comparative  study  of  the 
most  recent  phases  of  stat*.'  legislation  on  all  subjec^tsof  general  interest.    Such 
a  summary  is  imprac:tic^iblt*  in  cases  whoro  a  general  law  embraces  a  great 
number  of  minor  regulations.    Citations,  as  a  rule,  are  made  by  state,  num- 
ber of  cliapter,  and  date  of  approval,  hut  in  Delaware.  North  Carolina,  Ohio, 
and  Rliode  Island,  where  the  governors  approval  is  not  ne(?essary,  only  date  of 
final  passage  by  the  legislature  can  be  given.    This  date  is  also  given  in  other 
states,  in  the  case  of  bills  whicli  are  ]uLssed  over  the  governor's  veto,  and  when 
they  become  laws  without  his  signature  on  the  expiration  of  a  certain  period 
of  time,  the  date  of   such  expiration  is  the  one  given,     dn  the  laws  of  Texas 
this  date  is  omitted.;    The  session  laws  of  Georgia,  Llaho,  Illinois,  Missouri. 
Montana  and  Oregon  are  withput  chapter  numbei's,  and  references  to  them  are 
made  by  page  numbers  inclosini  in  parentheses.     References  are  given  to  laws 
passed  during  the  closing  weeks  of  1^92  in  Alabama,  (ieorgia,  New  Mexico  and 
South  Carolina,  and  during  tlie  closing  wivksof  1H91  and  the  year  1892  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  printed  too  laU;  to  be  include<l  in  the  summary  for  hist  year.    Leg- 
islation of  December  1898  will  ap[)ear  in  the  sumniar}'-  for  l^$94,  as  well  the 
Georgia  laws  of  1H9;$  which  are  not  yet  printed. 

New  legislation  only  is  in<'luded;  and  when  this  is  in  the  form  of  amend- 
ments, only  those  cLauses  which  a^ld  to,  or  materially  change  old  enactments, 
are  cited.  PrivaUi  or  local  a<'ts  and  those  adapted  only  to  ]»eculiar  stiite  in- 
stitutions or  conditions  are  omitted. 
The  bulletin  consists  of  two  parts  :  summary  and  index. 
Tlie  summary  is  chissified  under  the  general  heads  shown  in  tht;  table  of 
contents  on  the  cover. 

The  index  is  an  alphabetic  list  of  all  the  six*ciiic  topics  contained  in  the  sum- 
mary, and  refers  to  each  entry  by  its  marginal  number.

The  University  convocation  of  the  regents  and  the 
officers  of  institutions  in  the  University,  for  consideration  of  subjects  of 
mutual  interest,  has  been  held  annually  since  1863  in  the  senate  chamber 
in  Albany  on  the  first  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  after  July  4. 

Though  primarily  a  New  York  meeting.  ne;irly  :ill  questions  discussed 
are  of  equal  interest  outside  the  state.  Its  reputation  as  the  most  important 
higher  educational  meeting  of  the  country  has  in  the  jiast  few  years  drawn 
to  it  many  eminent  educators  not  residents  of  New  York,  who  are  most 
cordially  welcomed  and  share  fully  in  all  discussions.  It  elects  each  year 
a  council  of  five  to  represent  it  in  intervals  between  meetings.  Its  pro- 
ceedings issued  annually  are  of  great  value  in  all  educational  libraries. 
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PREFACE 

A  classified  comparative  summary  of  legislation  with  a  subject  index  is  made 
on  cards  by  the  legislative  assistant'*,  as  fast  as  proofs  or  advance  copies  of  the 
session  laws  can  be  secured.  This  is  necessary  to  enable  the  state  library  to 
answer  promptly  f  retiuent  inquiries  as  to  legislation  in  other  states. 

The  library'  prints  this  index  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  in  order  tliat  leg-' 
islators  and  other  state  officers  may  know  at  a  glance  what  of  special  value  in 
the  subject  under  consideration  in  the  publications  of  other  states  is  available 
in  our  state  library  without  the  labor  of  going  there  to  consult  the  nis  index. 
This  not  only  saves  much  time  but  should  contribute  materially  to  advanc- 
ing the  standards  of  legislation,  as  promoters  and  opponents  of  each  measure 
can  with  a  minimum  of  labor  utilize  the  experience  of  otlier  states  which  have 
recently  been  working  over  the  same  or  similar  problems. 

The  references  cover  the  laws  enacted  during  1894  by  13  states  and  one  ter- 
ritory. In  most  cases  the  laws  are  briefiy  summarized  as  well  as  cited,  the  aim 
being  to  present  clearly  and  concisely  material  for  comparative  study  of  the 
most  recent  phases  of  state  legislation  on  all  subjects  of  general  interest.  Such 
a  summary  is  impracticable  in  cases  where  a  general  law  embraces  a  great 
number  of  minor  regulations.  Citations,  as  a  rule,  are  made  by  state,  num- 
ber of  chapter,  and  date  of  approval,  but  in  Ohio  and  Rhode  Island,  wliere  the 
govemor*8  approval  is  not  necessary ,  only  date  of  final  passage  by  the  legis- 
lature can  be  given.  This  date  is  also  given  in  otlier  states,  in  the  case  of  bills 
which  are  passed  over  the  governor's  veto,  and  when  they  become  laws  without 
his  signature  on  the  expiration  of  a  certain  period  of  time,  the  date  of  such 
expiration  is  the  one  given.  The  session  laws  of  Georgia  are  without  chapter 
numbers,  and  references  to  them  are  made  by  page  numbers  inclosed  in 
parentheses.  References  are  given  to  laws  passed  during  the  closing  weeks  of 
1898  in  Georgia,  South  Carolina  and  Virginia,  and  printed  too  late t to  be 
included  in  the  summary  for  last  year.  Legislation  of  December  1894  will 
appear  in  the  summary  for  1895,  as  will  the  Iowa  and  Vermont  laws  of  1894 
which  have  not  yet  been  received. 

New  legislation  only  is  included;  and  when  this  is  in  the  form  of  amend- 
ments, only  those  clauses  which  add  to,  or  materially  change  old  enactments, 
are  cited.  Private  or  local  acta  and  those  adapted  only  to  peculiar  state  in- 
stitutions or  conditions  are  omitted. 

The  bulletin  consists  of  two  parts:  summary  and  index. 

The  summary  is  classified  under  the  general  heads  shown  in  the  table  of 
contents  on  the  cover. 

The  index  is  an  alphabetic  list  of  all  the  specific  topics  contained  in  the 
summary,  and  refers  to  each  entry  by  its  marginal  number.

Object.  The  c»bji*(*t  <>f  the  UniverKity  as  il<*iiiiod  l\v  law  is  to  encour- 
Age  :iikI  promote  eluealitm  in  a<Ivaiieo  of  tlie  coinmuii  vU'iiientJiry 
braiu;hes.  ItH  ti«-'M  includeH  not  only  the  woik  of  academies,  colleges, 
universitiej*,  professional  and  teehiiical  schools  but  also  tdiicational 
work  connected  with  libraries,  museums,  university  extension  courses 
and  similar  aix^'noit^s. 

Tlie  University  is  a  supervisory  and  administrative,  not  a  teaching 
institution.  It  is  a  state  department  and  at  the  same  time  a  federation 
of  moro  liian  po(»  inst  tutions  of  higher  and  sec )ndarv  education. 

Government.  The  University  is  governed  ami  all  its  corporate 
powers  e.\crcist»«i  by  10  elective  regents  and  by  the  gr)vcrn«)r,  lieutenant- 
governor,  sccict.'iry  of  state  aii<l  supcrintentlcnt  of  public  instnu-tion 
who  are  <.'?  r>//''vV>  n-j't/nts.  Keixents  are  eh-cted  in  the  same  manner  as 
Ui:iled  {States  senators  ;  they  are  unsalaried  and  are  the  only  public 
oiiicers  in  New  York  chosen  for  lii\*. 

The  elective  oiiicers  are  a  chancellor  and  a  vice-chancellor  who  serve 
without  salirv,  and  a  secrelarv. 

The  secretary,  under  oflicial  bonds  for  ^10,000,  is  responsible  for  the 
safe  ke'jj»ing  and  proper  use  of  the  irniversity  seal  and  of  the  books, 
reei»rds  and  otlu'r  jiroperty  in  charge  of  the  re««nts,  juid  f<»r  the  proper 
administration  a:id  discipline  of  its  various  oiliees  anil  <Ie]iartments. 

Powers  and  duties.  Beside  many  other  iinjjortant  powers  and 
duties,  the  regents  have  power  to  iiu'orporate,  and  to  alter  or  revoke 
the  charters  of  universities,  colleges,  academies,  libraries,  museums,  or 
other  educitional  iiiMitutions  ;  to  distribute  t«»  them  funds  granted  by 
the  stale  for  their  use  ;  to  inspect  their  w<.»rkii!gs  and  re*|uire  annual 
reports  uii  er  oath  (^f  their  j»resi<ling  otlicei-s  ;  to  establish  examinations 
as  to  attainments  in  learning  and  coniVr  on  successful  candidates  suit- 
able ceililicates,  diplomas  and  degrees,  and  to  confer  honorary  degrees. 

'ihey  apportion  annually  an  academic  fund  of  #l(;(i,0O(),  part  for  buy- 
ing books  and  a])paratus  for  academies  and  high  s«*hools  raising  an 
equal  amount  for  the  same  purpose,  and  the  remainder  on  the  basis  of 
attendance  and  the  lesults  of  instruction  as  bhown  by  satisfactory  com- 
pletion of  j»rescribe<l  courses  for  which  the  regents  examinations" afford 
the  official  test.  They  also  expend  annually  Jf^^jOi'O  for  the  benelit  of 
free  public  libraries. 

Regents  meetings.  Ihe  annual  meeting  is  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  December,  Special  meetings  are  held  whenever  business 
requiix»s.
